IN OPPOSITION TO 
SCIENTOLOGY’S EX PARTE 
APPLICATION FOR A NEW 
ARREST WARRANT 


I, Gerry Armstrong declare: 

1. Iam the defendant in this case. 

2. This declaration constitutes my opposition to the Scientologists’ 
application for a new arrest warrant and my request to the Court at this time to: (1) 
deny the Scientologists’ application; or (2) grant an extension of time to give me 
the opportunity to find and educate an attorney willing to stand up to the 
Scientologists, and to prepare and file a full and competent response to their 
application for a warrant; or (3) delay ruling on the application and call for a 
hearing or trial on the legality of the Scientologists’ injunction (Scientology’s Ex. 
C) that underlies the warrant they seek; or, (4) immediately rule that the injunction 
is unlawful and any arrest warrant for my violating the unlawful injunction is 
unlawful. 
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3. On Friday, October 23,1 emailed the Scientologists’ attorney in this 
matter Kendrick Moxon (“Moxon”) and requested such an extension of time, or 
that he refile his application as a noticed motion. A true and correct copy of my 
email is appended hereto as Ex. A. He emailed me back refusing. A true and 
correct copy of his email is appended hereto as Ex. B. 

4. The facts the Scientologists rely on to justify bringing their application 
ex parte, or needing to get another brazenly antisocial arrest warrant at all, are 
false. They falsely state that they possess information that I intend to return to 
California before the end of this month. Then they falsely state that I had revealed 
that I will be in the area and within the jurisdiction of the California Courts. They 
falsely state that they know that I will be in the area for the purpose of further 
violations of the subject injunction. They falsely claim that after such “further 
violations” I will flee again to the apparent safety of Canada. 

5. The only evidence the Scientologists have provided in their one 
hundred thirty-three page filing to support this fact scenario are four posts by 
“four” anonymous posters on a message board. (Scientology’s Ex. N) There is 
nothing in these posts’ content that would lead a reasonable person to jump to the 
fact conclusions the Scientologists have jumped to. When I was a Scientologist, I 
and every other Scientologist I knew was indoctrinated to view “the reasonable” 
and “reasonableness” as anathema, indeed derangement. Using the reasonable 
reasonable person standard, however, and the usual definitions for “reasonable” 
and “unreasonable,” provided by, e.g., Black’s Law Dictionary, a reasonable 
person would not extract what the Scientologists present as facts from the subject 
four posts. 

6. As the Scientologists know in great detail, I lived and worked in the 
US with an alien registration number from 1975 to January 1997, when I left 
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California and the US and traveled to Canada. I attempted to establish a residence 
in Nevada in 1998, but after a short time that did not work out, so I relinquished 
my alien registration card, and continued my residence in Canada. In early 2002, 
because of threats from the Scientologists, my wife Caroline Letkeman and I 
traveled to Germany and we resided there until January 2004. We have resided in 
Canada ever since. We did travel briefly to California in April 2004 to attend a 
hearing in this case before Judge Lynn Duryee. And we traveled briefly to 
California, to the oral argument in the Court of Appeal in September 2005. 
Although I have traveled to other countries since then, principally for conferences, 
I have not been into the US since then. My condition to be met before I travel to 
California or anywhere else in the US is for the proper US Department or Agency 
to make it safe for me and bring me there. If they don’t want me that bad, I’m not 
going. This is the position I have taken publicly, and made no secret of, for many 
years. 

7. In their application and Moxon’s supporting declaration, the 
Scientologists aver at least nine times that to “evade” their warrants, I fled, am 
fleeing or will flee this Court’s jurisdiction. All these averments are lies. The 
Scientologists religiously omit the truly relevant facts that I am a Canadian citizen, 
born in Canada, and now residing in Canada. I was residing in Canada and did not 
travel to California when each of the warrants was issued or was in force. My 
residence in Canada has never been secret. 

8. Appended hereto as Exhibit C is a true and correct copy of a current 
Wikipedia entry entitled “Gerry Armstrong, Activist,” referring to me. 
https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Gerry Armstrong (activist; This page contains a 
number of false fact statements about me, including relevantly here that I am a US 
citizen. The Scientologists and their collaborators have for many years 
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disseminated around the world the lie that I am a US citizen who “fled” to Canada. 
The Scientologists know, without any question that I am Canadian, but they imply, 
allege or aver that I am a US citizen in order to portray me as a scofflaw, a 
“contumacious man,” and a criminal fleeing US justice to the apparent safety of 
Canada. 

9. Regarding how travel from Canada to the US, and my intended 
attendance at the mythical “anti-Scientology lecture/conference” in San Francisco, 
which Moxon says I revealed, are affected by the COVID-19 pandemic, I stated in 
my October 23 email to him: 

Because of the COVID-19 pandemic, all land travel (car, bus, 
train) to the US from Canada is prohibited unless essential. Any 
lecture/conference against your money grabbing wanna be a religion 
cult, even not invented, does not pass as essential. Air travel from 
Canada to the US is permitted. As is well known, however, your cult’s 
operatives and collaborators have for many years been able to obtain 
airline passenger lists and to track the air travel of your victims or 
targets like me. If I had booked a flight to San Francisco or anywhere, 
your cult’s operatives or collaborators would have the details of such 
a booking. You have provided no evidence of any planned flight by 
me to San Francisco or anywhere else in California this month or any 
time in the future.(Ex. A.) 

10. As is well known, I was inside Scientology for several years on key 
posts near the top of the cult, including in its Intelligence Bureau, and close to 
founder L, Ron Hubbard; and that since leaving in December 1981,1 have been a 
major target internationally of judicial and extrajudicial religious persecution 
campaigns by the Scientologists and their collaborators. The Scientologists’ policy 
and stated goal, which I have no doubt is unlawful, is to silence or destroy me. I 
have over fifty years of experiences and knowledge relating to Scientology and 
Scientologists. It is clear to me that the Scientologists are not seeking a “new,” 
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freshly-dated arrest warrant, with my postal address on it, all signed, stamped and 
recorded, because they know, or even think, I intend to be in California this month 
or any month. 

11. It is clear to me the Scientologists want this warrant for black 
propaganda or black PR purposes, to flaunt it as what they call a “dead agent 
document” that “proves” what a contumacious, lowlife criminal I am, who should 
be hated, shunned and crucified. The Scientologists’ Ex. K is an article entitled 
“Black Propaganda Explained By Gerry Armstrong” blogged by Corey Andrews, 
an opponent of Scientology lies, fraud, abuse, criminality and satanicity. It includes 
an email of mine about the permanence and ongoing evil of black PR. The 
Scientologists have countless times used earlier warrants, and twisted the meaning 
of the injunction and other judicial rulings in this case, for their black PR purposes 
around the world. I believe this is an improper purpose for issuing any warrant 
now, especially to the Scientologists whose hands are unclean in this application 
and in all their judicial efforts to silence or destroy me. Black propaganda or black 
PR is the Scientology scriptural policy and practice of organized destruction of a 
human target’s reputation, credibility, relationships, finances, opportunities, etc. 
with covert and overt lies perversions and dirty ops.

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13. It is true than many people — often anonymous as the “four” subject 
posters present themselves on Why We Protest, and sometimes openly and not 
anonymous at all — prank or troll the Scientologists. This is understandable and 
expected because the Scientologists are such notorious, hubristic bullies. They 
spend millions upon millions of tax-exempt “donations” to deprive decent, law- 
abiding people of their human rights, to terrorize them, and silence or destroy 
them. The Scientologists’ compulsion to control people with lies, threats, lawyers, 
courts, Pis and thugs, I am certain is the essence of sadism. Even if the subject 
posts comprise a prank, however, their content does not add up to the facts the 
Scientologists say they extracted from the posts and are presenting to this Court as 
facts in their application. 

14. This Court has the power to refuse to enforce any illegal order that 
comes before it; indeed the Court must so refuse. This Court has the power, and the 
duty, to declare any illegal order illegal and legally unenforceable that is brought 
before it to be enforced. No person has any duty to obey an illegal order; nor can 
anyone legally be punished for refusal to obey an illegal order. That is why, as well 
as it being my calling, that I freely refuse to obey the injunction that prohibits my 
free exercise of my religion. The basic rule of law relating to any court’s orders, 
law enforcement officers’ orders, any military commanders’ orders, is that their 
orders must be legal to be legally enforceable. I am convinced, and have been 
convinced for many years, that the Scientologists’ judicial orders, from this Court 
and other courts, that prohibit me from discussing my experiences, knowledge, 
beliefs, thoughts relating to any of the things I’m supposedly prohibited from 
discussing are illegal and legally unenforceable. No court has ever shown that the 
injunction is legal, or the monetary judgment, or other related Scientology v. 
Armstrong rulings against me are legal. The courts have so far acted as if it had 
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been ruled at some point that these rulings are legal and therefore they are forever 
legal. A million judges ruling an illegal order legal, however, does not make it 
legal. It makes the million judges either incompetent or corrupt. No court has ever 
permitted a hearing on the legality of the injunction and the contractual conditions 
it enforces. There has been no trial. The idea that I have never possessed 
constitutional or legal defenses that could not be swept away for summary 
adjudication is absurd. 

15. The First Amendment prohibits Congress from making any “law 
respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government for a redress of 
grievances.” It would be idiotic to argue that my communications concerning my 
religious experiences, knowledge and beliefs in, of and relating to a religion are not 
my free exercise of my religion. See, e.g., my article “Satanic Luciferianism By 
Any Other Name” included in the Scientologists’ Ex. L. The Scientologists, with a 
lot of judicial acquiescence, claim that they can prohibit my free exercise of my 
religion by contract law. Therefore either Congress has passed a law they are 
prohibited from passing, or there is no such law, contract or otherwise, that 
prohibits my free exercise of religion. Logically, any contract that prohibits the 
free exercise of religion must be unlawful because, free religious exercise being 
what it is, the person who signed away his free exercise right can change his mind. 
He can change it a millions times because that is what freedom of religion 
necessitates. 

16. I do not dispute that Scientology is a religion. Scientology and 
Scientologists determined that they are religious. I did not make that determination, 
they did. But I must live with that determination and so must the Scientologists, 
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and so must this Court. What that means in this immediate matter is that an 
injunction that prohibits my freely discussing my undeniably religious experiences, 
knowledge and beliefs is unlawful, just as an injunction that prevents a person 
from discussing his Christian experiences or his Christian knowledge or his 
Christian beliefs is unlawful. That I am Christian and the Scientologists are Satanic 
Luciferians does not mean that my experiences, knowledge or beliefs are any less 
religious. 

17. In different ways and roles, I represent the religious class of human 
beings that the Scientologists call in their scriptures “Suppressive Persons,” or 
“SPs.” The Scientologists persecute SPs, who commonly persons with a 
conscience who tell the truth, and heap black PR on SPs as sociopaths, criminal, 
evil, the cause of everything wrong in the universe, and irredeemable. I have been 
a formally declared a “Suppressive Person” since 1982, and am an internationally- 
recognized expert in the Scientologists’ “Suppressive Person” doctrine. Caroline 
and I built and maintain a web site “Suppressive Person Defense League” 
dedicated to the defense of the victimized SP minority religious class, and to 
exposing, elucidating and eliminating the SP Doctrine. 

18. Even though there is an apparently narrow and empty decision to 
make, since I am in Canada and will not travel to the US until the unlawful orders 
against me are taken care of and I am officially invited to visit, this Court is in an 
archetypal position. The Scientologist hierarchy are the Sanhedrin in the trial and 
crucifixion. Scientology “ecclesiastical head” David Miscavige is the Chief Priest. 
This Court is in place of Pontius Pilate. Every court will be until some judge 
doesn’t wash his hands, but stops the wasteful, evil persecution, rules the illegal 
injunction illegal, and upholds religious freedom, not enforces religious slavery. 
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19. My request that this Court can rule on is provided in paragraph 2. 

above. 

I declare under the penalty of perjury of the laws of the state of 
California, of British Columbia and Canada that the foregoing is true and correct.

Dear Mr. Moxon: 

I am requesting of you a one-month extension (1) to have time to attempt to retain an 
attorney in this matter; (2) to be able to fully respond to your serious and in some 
cases false charges and fact statements; and (3) to fully deal with the vital issues 
involved, notably freedom of religion, both in the US and internationally. 

Alternatively, I am requesting that you withdraw your ex parte application and file 
and serve me with a proper noticed motion. 

You have provided no reason, except with false facts, why there is any urgency 
whatsoever, requiring what you seek to be done by ex parte application. You have 
provided no evidence whatsoever that I am the poster “JA2600” on Why We Protest, 
who posted: 


I am told that Gerry Armstrong is going to be in San Francisco, Cali, I 
believe for a anti-$cientology lecture/conference within the next couple 
of weeks (late October 2020). I am a fervent admirer and I can't wait to 
get the exact date/time so I can go listen to him, mask and all! 

Nor have you provided any evidence whatsoever that I am the poster “NotGA” on 
Why We Protest, who posted: 

I heard similarly, Gerry Armstrong will be physically present in San 
Francisco by the end of this month - oct 2020 - to speak against the cult 
of money grabbing wanna be a religion, aka Scientology. As far as I 
know the talk will be available virtually, but he will be present, live, in 
San Francisco. If/When I get exact details I will post it. Feel free to post 
too if you find out first. 

If anyone can be there IRL don't be stupid, wear a mask. 

Yet you state in your application: 

This application for renewal of the warrant is being brought ex parte in 
light of new information that Mr. Armstrong intends to return to 
California before the end of the month at which time a warrant can be 



served upon this contumacious man before he again flees the jurisdiction 
and the country. (Bold mine) 


And you state in your application: 

Thus, while his travels over the past several years are not known, now, at 
least, he has revealed that he will be in the area and within the 
jurisdiction of the California Courts for further violations of the 
Court's injunction before fleeing again to the apparent safety of 
Canada. (Bold mine) 


You have provided no evidence that there even is a lecture/conference against your 
“money grabbing wanna be a religion” cult planned in San Francisco this month or at 
any other time. 


You have provided no evidence that you made any attempt to identify who the posters 
“JA2600” and “Not GA” are, nor any evidence that you made any attempt to identify 
who “they” got their “facts” about my “being physically present in San Francisco” 
from, nor what exactly these “sources” of “JA2600” and “NotGA’s” “facts” 
communicated. 

“JA2600” and “NotGA’s” posting histories on Why We Protest show that the subject 
one post each are “their” only posts. This fact supports the conclusion that they are 
serving your cult’s corrupt purposes. 

Given your lies here, and over the years, your satanic hatred for me, your leader David

Gerald "Gerry" Armstrong is a former member of the Church of Scientology . In 1980, the 
Church assigned Armstrong, then a member of the Church's elite Sea Org , to organize some 
personal papers of L. Ron Hubbard that were to serve as the basis of a new biography of 
Hubbard. A non-Scientologist, Omar Garrison, had been hired to write the book. As part of his 
assignment, Armstrong also requested Hubbard's war records from the Navy and his transcripts 
from George Washington University .

Armstrong's transfer of the Hubbard-related documents to his attorney prompted a lawsuit, 
Church of Scientology of California vs. Gerald Armstrong . The decision in the case, by Judge 
Paul Breckenridge, found that Armstrong's fears of persecution by the Church were reasonable, 111 
and thus his conduct in turning over the documents in his possession to his attorney was also 
reasonable: 

"... the court is satisfied the invasion was slight, and the reasons and justification for the 
defendant's conduct manifest. Defendant was told by Scientology to get an attorney. He 
was declared an enemy by the Church. He believed, reasonably, that he was subject to 
" fair game ." The only way he could defend himself, his integrity, and his wife was to take 
that which was available to him and place it in a safe harbor, to wit, his lawyer's 
custody." (Judge Paul Breckenridge, Los Angeles Superior Court, June 20, 1984) 

This 1984 judgment that Armstrong's transfer of documents of the Church of Scientology 
International (CSI) to his attorney was justified was affirmed seven years later in Church of 
Scientology v. Gerald Armstrong . 

In December 1986, the parties entered into a settlement agreement under which CSI paid 
Armstrong $800,000 in exchange for his dismissal of claims against CSI. Armstrong agreed to 
not publish orally or in writing any information about his experience with CSI, and that he would 
be liable for $50,000 for each breach of confidentiality. On October 17, 1995, a California court 
concluded that Armstrong had breached the agreement and awarded CSI $321,932 in damages 
and $334,671.75 in court costs. The court also enjoined Armstrong from assisting others with 
lawsuits against CSI. 13 




















Armstrong apparently continued to assist people with lawsuits against CSI and posting 
information about CSI on the Internet because on three occasions - June 1997; February 1998; 
and December 2000 - courts found Armstrong in contempt of its previous order and in violation 
of his settlement agreement. These violations resulted in $3,600 in fines and an order that he be 
confined in jail for 26 days. However, Armstrong claimed to be living in British Columbia , 
Canada, never showed up for court, and was never confined. 121 

On April 2, 2002, CSI sued Armstrong for $10,050,000 for breaches of his settlement agreement. 
Armstrong admitted that he had breached the agreement more than 200 times, but claimed that 
parts of the agreement were illegal, unconstitutional and unenforceable. At trial on April 9, 2004, 
the court found that 131 breaches of the agreement did occur, but found that it would be 
unconscionable to "punish" Armstrong with liquidated damages in excess of the $800,000 he 
received as a benefit under the settlement agreement. Noting that Armstrong had previously been 
"sanctioned" in the sum of $300,000, the court entered judgment for CSI in the amount of 
$500,000.^
